The August inian Fathers, w ho in 
the eighteenth century first made a 
permanent settlement in the I'nited 
States at Philadelphia, were an off- 
shoot from the Irish i)roviiu-e of 
their order, whence they came during 
the troublous era of the French 
Revolution, that tremendous up- 
heaval whose utterly un-Chrlstlan 
and degrading characteristics have 
left their unhallowed impress on the 
manners, laws and customs of even 
our own day. 

It waa In 1796 that the pioneers 
of the Anguatiniana, Fathera Matthew 
Carr, a newcomer from Dublin that 
very year, and John Rosseter, the 
latter the only resident missionary 
for some time in Delaware, estab- 
lished their first house In Philadel- 
phia, then the political, social and 
eommerelal metropolis at the eotan- 
try. Tbta tonndatioa waa nader- 
taken with the advice and full ap- 
proval of Bishop Carroll, of Balti- 
more, who shortly afterward ap- 
pointed Dr. Carr one of his Vicars 
(leneral, with Jurisdiction over Kast- 
ern Pennsylvania and New Jersey. 

In Philadelphia the Rev. Dr. Carr 
began the baildlag of St. Augvstine's 
church in the apring of 179(, the 
year of bis arrival from> Europe, and 
1t was the fourth place of CathoUe 
worship In the City of Brotherly 
Ixjve, fie received aid in money ami 
materials from all classes of citizens, 
ProteKtant aa well as Catholic, an3 
what especially should be treasured 
In undying memory, a donation of 
S.^iO (rom Oeorge Waahington. The 
church was opened and the first mass 
said In IXitl anil a little later were 
erected tlie Aiigustinian convent and 
their school buildings, all of which, 
including the church, were destroyed 
by fire and violence In 1S44. that 
fateful year of aa nn-Cbrlatian and 
anti-CathoUe spirit, when not only 
was St. Augnatlne's wrecked but with 
It libraries, monuments and other 
treasures. 

St. Augustine's, the mother house 
of the new province, became the 
cradle of all the Augustinian mls- 
siona la the United Statea, tbirty-elz 
at preeent, as well aa the eoater of 
their apostollr activities. In a (aw 
years the fathers eetabliahed other 
foundations and missions. 

Another Augustinian was Father 
Philip Lariscy. He was one of the 
second .Newfonndland band in 1818 
and he ministered to the Catholics of 
Boston and New Bedford in ISSO, 
iMing the first miaslonary who 
preached to the Irish of Boston In 
their native tongue. We find him 
in Newburgh and on Stalen Island In 
IISI, at Peterson, N, J., in the same 
year and saying the first mass in' 
Brooklyn (n IBtS. 

Equally active aa a missioner was 
Father James O'Donnell, who was 
professed as an Augustinian In 18S2, 
the first In the I'nited States. lie was 
ordained In 1887 by Bishop Dubois, 
of New York, who sent him to 
Saiina (now Syracuse), where he 
built Its first Catholic church. He 

was at St. Paul's, Brwtklyn, ta isst. 
and founded St. Mary's parMh In 

what was then Williamsburg In 1141, 
and he found time to visit the Cath- 
olics scattered along the south shore 
of Long Island as far east aa Sag 
Harbor and Muntauk Point. 

In Philadelphia the Augastlntani 
Instituted what is said to have been 
the firat sodality in tha United 
Statea for Catholics of either sex, the 
Confratarnity of Our Mother of Con- 
solatlon. whose sodality manual 
"The Spiritual Mirror." was printed 
by Augustine Fagan in \H\2. A copy 
of It Is preserved in the library of 
Villsnova monastery by Father 
Thomas C. MIddleton. O. 8. A., the 
historian of the order, 

Besidee attending to their parish 
loners the fathers bore the comforts 
if religion to those <if other districts 
sncli as liurbv. Frankford. Manayunk 
and llaverford, where the llev. Dr. 
Hurley visited In the 20's of the 
laat century. In 1117 he blessed the 
Church of St. Denta, atlll atanding 
and but little c'hanged from Us 
primal form. 

The Catholic Herald, the first 
Catholic periodical published In 
Philadelphia, was isaued in 1833 by 
Fatbera NIcholaa and James O'Dou

This week has been one o( npa 
and downs in the House of Commons, 
whose nerves are more than usually 
sensitive, cabled Hon. T. V. O'Connor 
li.sl Saturday. At this moment in- 
•leed, aa the eloee of the mighty 
home mle etmggle approacbee, ev- 
pryl>ody has got Into the slightly 
neurotic condition of passengers' on 
board a great Atlantic liner the night 
l>efore reaching New York. Looking 
hack on the transactions of the week 
ill tile peaceful retrospect of a Satur- 
day without a sitting of the House 
of Commons, I feel that everything 
is for the beat, though I have to 
claim that where the tactics of the 
Liberal Ministry dllfered (rom the 
recommendnf Ions of the Irish lead- 
ers the Irish anticipations have been 
realized and Justified, not for the 
llrst but for the twentieth time Dur- 
ing the tangled events of the last 
three yeara the Iriah leaders have 
believed that, while Aaqulth prob- 
ably woald have to Introduce an 
amending bill aome time, it was a 
mistake to announce It until the 
home rule bill wiis nearer the statute 
book and until he had toiind out 
whether the Orangemen were ready 
to make any approach to a settle- 
ment by common agreement. 

The Liberal Cabinet, however, did 
not agree with this view and Aaqulth 
announced his readiness to Introduce 
the amending bill This announce- 
iient provoi<ed a liii; attack of nerves 
II all i|iiarters of lioiiie rulers. The 
.ilieral rank tmd file were as indig- 
nant as the Irish Nationalists, and 
when Redmond critlclaed In careful 
but vigorous language Aaquith's 
mistaken tactics he was cheered 
wildly by the Liberals, and when he 
Mgj^duwii after having made what all 
observers thought the bJ*f speech of 
his life there was an almost frantic 
lemonstratlon from the Liberal and 
Ivlsh benches. The eft'ect of this 
peech waa Immense aad IWBediate 
The whole situation was trans- 
formed, aad though the Orangemen 
Jnatified Redmond's warnings by 
taking up again the attitude of 
Insolent refusal of .Vsquith's <on- 
cesslons. Liberals and Irish forgot 
heir apinehenslons and faced the 
future with the old and steady cer- 
tainty that the home rule' bill would 
soon be on the statute book. 

But meanwhile a further Indica- 
tion of the growing impatience of 
temper in the Liberal ranks at the 
ipparently too (oncllialory attitude 
f Vsqultli found expression In a 
leetiiit! of a hundred Liberal mem- 
bers, who sent a deputation to As- 
quit h to remonatrfte. Thua the air 
was cleared, and the Orangemen, 
who began to count on getting a 
wedge Itetween the Ministry and the 
Irish party, and so breaking up the 
home rule coalition, fell back Into 
their old despondent mood They 
trleil another snap division on u 
trifling motion with regard to the 
arrangement of the buslneee of the 
House of Commona, and were 
beaten, and once more the home rule 
forces, full of the spirit of victory, 
confront the broken and dispirited 
Tory opposition Those lieliind tlu' 
scenes fiml e.\pianation, and perhaps 
even Jnsiificalloii. for the attiimle 
of the Ministry In the (act that dis- 
loyalty in the army atlll te ao ram-
